In another column of to-day's issue 
will be found detailed the appropria- 
tions which tho Dominion Government 
have asked Parliament .to. vote 'for ex- 
penditure in tho PMifio^Province dur- 
ing the current .j^r;' The amount 
proposed to he expended on railway 
construction ia $1,000,000. Tho total 
sum to be expended within tho Pro- 
vinco on public works of all kinds is 
$1,164,000, a notincpntdderabloamount 
•when the smallness of the population 
. .is taken into account. The smaller 

■ items provide for the reconstruction of 
the Victoria Pcstolfico building front, 
a new postoHico building for New 
Westminster, a stationary light on iron 
columns at the South Saiidheads,; the 
purchaso of the Western Union tele- 
graph lines and cables within the Pro- 
vince, tho laying of a new cable from 

• NamaimO to tho Mainland, dredging 
- Victoria harbor, improvement of Nass 
(Upper Prascr 1) Pdver, repairs of the 
.penitentiary walls and, Indian affairs. 

• The sums asked will insure tlie carry- 
, /ing .out of the various objects, and the 

expeuditure of so large a sum of public 
. moiiey will. impart a great and needed 
impetus to business. The Liberal party 
commence in advance their hostility to 
the prosecution of railway construction 

: here, and Mr. Mackenzie is reported 
r^to* have said 'that when he advertised 

' for^tt^nders for work at this end he 
merely desired to ascertain the cost! 
This statement — if correctly reported — 
is a miserable and disgraceful subter- 

• fuge, put forward to excuse his incon 
sisteucy ia now opposing railway con- 
struction. It is a declaration en- 
tirely unworthy a statesman who 
had at least won a reputation for hon- 
esty of purpose while in power; and 
who session after session held out tho 
hope (delusive, it would now appeal-) 
to Britisii Columbians that "nexc year 
the Government would be in a position 
to give out contracts for railway work 

■ in British Cqlurabia." Were these pro- 
mises, wWchranthroughflveyearB,Unk«3 
deceptions ; and were the money-votes 
which the Liberal Government on 
three occasions caused to be passed for 
expendicure on railway work in Brit- 
ish Columbia equally fallacious?

We are a 
little disappointed that $2,000,000 was 
not asked ; but when we reflect that

• not surprised that the Government have 
not felt equal to the strain on the Do- 
minion resources that $2,000,000 would 
entail. The scheme once fairly launch- 
ed there will be no difliculty experienc- 
ed in succeeding years in securing 
larger votea The hands of the Gov- 
ernment must be strengthened in every 
way hj our people and representa- 
tives, so that no excuse may bo* giv- 
en by word or deed to either branch of 
the Ottawa Parliament to treat this 

?i appropriation as tho Island railway 
"bin was treated in 1875. 

Tlie ab.sencn of appropriations for 
the drydock and Island railway will be 
observed. Somo will feel alarmed 
thereat, and imagine that both are 
lost. But we do not share these fears. 
We think that both have been reserved 
as a bonne louche for " Sir Anthoxv " 
Walkem to throw to the House 
through tho medium of the Governor's 
Speech. We look for a "big" ro'ult 
to flow from the visit of the Premier 
to tho capital. Depend upon it, the 
inexperience of Moses at the fair, so

Tho Trial of tho SasUoops Outlaws 
Zndofiuitely Postpouod. 

It would eeem that so long as tlio pre- 
sent Government is permitted to remain 
in power there will be. no end to blunders 
resulting in most serious consoquencea to 
tlie country and unparalleled hardships 
to individuals. Wo had hoped — faint 
though that hopo m.ay havo been — that 
tho many lessons taught and tliu good ad- 
vice proffered would havo induced tho 
Governmont to exercise every, precaution 
in tho administration of justice in cases 
where men's lives aro trembling in tho 
balance. But wo regret to havo to an- 
nounce that, owing either to indifference 
or incai)acity, or more probably to a com- 
bination of both, tho trial of tho Kam- 
loops outlaws, indicted for murder, has 
been indefinitely postponed. Wo are in 
poaaoasion of information of the most un- 
inipeachablo character that through tho 
neglect of tho Government to take tho 
proper precaution, neither tho time nor 
place for tho trial of these unfortunate 
prisoners has yet been legally named, and 
the Assizes atmounced to bo holdon at Now 
Westminster will in all probability bo 
postponed for possibly three montlts, Tho 
public will rcjjard this as most startling 
information and will stand aghast at tho 
in.ignitudo of such Governmental incapa- 
city. But time will prove that it is but 
too true. Sleanwhile the wretched prisoners 
are hold in durance vile and o.xporicncing 
the tortures of suBpense. Witnesses who 
wore brought from tho interior of the 
country and exposed to the hardships of 
a long journey in tho middle of a most 
severe winter will bo kept hero at a great 
cost to tlie country, anxious though they 
bo to return to their respective homes 
and ascertain tho extent of loss they have 
already individually suffered by their de- 
tention. It is staled — but we do not 
vouch for the truth of tho report — that 
Mr. Eli Harrison, jr. , the acting Attorney 
General, accompanied by the Provincial 
Secretary, proceeded to Government 
House on Monday night in order to ob- 
tain permission to depart from the usual 
mode of procedure by special proolama- 
tion; but their mission was altogether un- 
successful. Mr. Justice Creiiso, who had 
made preparations to proceed to Nov/ 
Westniinator yesterday morning', was 
about to get on board the steamer Enter- 
prise, but at the last moment was inform- 
ed of the Governmontul fiasco and remain- 
ed in this city.

The work is published 
for the solo purpose of advertising the new 
process, Goupil & Co. having paid tho in- 
ventor 9-100,000 for tho right to produce 
engravings by this diacoverj'. Gebbie & 
Barrio of Philadelphia are the American 
agents for this work. They already claim 
for it a larger circulation than was ever 
attained by any other work published in 
the United States. Tho Photogravure 
engravings aro of course tho chief feature 
of tho work, but the initial cut pieces and 
letter press aro in every waj' superior to 
anything that wo havo ever had the 
pleasure of reviewing lierctofore. Tho 
agent of this, work is W. S. Prothoro, who 
is an artist himself, and is thereforo well 
qualified to haodlo so artistic a work.

man found drowned near Welch, Bithet 
& Go's wharf on Sunday evening last. A 
jury was erapannelled, with Mr. Geo. 
Weston as foreman, and after tho 
body had been viewed the following evi- 
dence was adduced ; — 

Thomas Harman deposed that he was 
at ^Velch, Bithet & Go's wharf ou Sun- 
day evening last and fis tho stearaor Alex- 
ander was leaving her paddles brought a 
human body to the surface of tho water ; 
called attention to tho fact and communi- 
cated with the police ; ho did not know 
tho name of tho deceased ; the features of 
tho face were all gone. 

To tho Foreman — Thero was nothing to 
indicate that tho deceased had been 
placed under the wharf ; no ropo round 
his neck or anything of the kind ; I could 
sec that the skull had boon struck by tho 
paddle of iho steamer; a piece of tho scalp 
was knocked off and now blood was issu- 
ing. 

Officer Lindsay doposed that from in- 
formation received lui proceeded on Sun- 
day evening to Welch Rithet & Go's 
wliarf where ho found tho body of the de- 
ceased on a raft. Took charge of tho re- 
mains^md brought them to the gaol ; e.^- 
ainined the body but found no marks of 
violence ; in the deceased's pockets found 
an old clay pipe and empty clasp purse ; 
ho papers or letters were found to show 
who deceased was ; from tho clothing and 
general appearance witness supposed tho 
docoasod to bo a man named Johii Brau- 
nigan ; decoa.sed was about Oft. high,, so 
was Brinnigan ; tho color of tho beard 
also corxcsponded. 

To tho Foreman — There was nothing 
to indicate that deceased had met with 
foul play — no ropo or anything of that 
sort. 

Thos. Owens deposed that about five 
weeks ago ho met Jolin Bi-annigan on 
Govornment street; Brannigan said to 
him, "Tom, look out, there's breakers' 
ahead:" it appeared to witness that Bran- 
nigan was " protty well on tho gin." In 
tho course of conversation ho said that 
ho was not working much lately, but if ho 
could raise tho money he would go to tho 
new mines; ho said that he had well-to- 
do friends in San Francisco, but was half 
ashamed to go to them as he was so much 
given to drinking; lio had on a coat which 
was buttoned up to tl.o nock and a pair of 
short gum boots wliich correspond with 
tiiose on the body found; after p;irting 
company with Era.iuigan at the corner uf 
Government and I'isgard streets ho (Bran- 
nigan) proceeded in the direction of Es- 
quimau — going towards the gasworks; 
Brannigan was a native of the north of 
Ireland; to tho bast of witness' belief tlio 
body was that of Brannigan; ho had been 
at work on the diydock, but had no 
money; ho was about 55 years of age. 

Richard Dixon deposed that he had 
seen tho body nnd was convinced it was 
tho remains of John Brannigan. Tho 
clothing and everything corresponded; last 
saw Brannigan about five weeks ago on 
Fort street; had known him for nearly 
22 j'oara; lio belonged to Belfast and for- 
merly was a member of thcDublin mount- 
ed police ; nominally ho was a Protestant; 
ho had a brother in San Francisco in tho 
wholesale liquor business. 

The Superintondent of Police stated 
that ho could produce a number of other 
witnessfcs who were prepared to testify 
that the remains were those of Brannigan. 
It was hardly necessary, however, to re- 
peat the ovidonco. « 

His Honor concurred and after a brief 
consultation the jurj- brought in tho fol- 
lowing verdict : — That tho deceased is 
one John Brannigan, about 50 years of 
ago, a native of Ireland, .ind that ho came 
to his death by drowning, but that there 
is no evidence to show whether accident- 
ally or otherwise. 

Tho foreman also handed in a ridor 
calling tho attention of his Honor to the 
necessity of having life lines and buoys 
placed on the wharves along the city 
front. 

His Honor said the recommendation 
was a very good one and that ho would 
forward it to tho proper authorities to be 
carried into effect.

We further state that wo tried tho 
aoams in various places under tho ship's 
bottoip and also examined her all over 
and found no appearance of damage or 
strain other than above mentioned; and 
wo recommend that all damages found on 
the above surs-ey bo put in proper repair 
before she proceeds on her voyage.
